What characterises the agra- 
rian reform now under way In 
China Is the cooperative move- 
ment in which private land 
ownership te relinquished grad- 
ually and voluntarily, accord- 
ing Vo th* writer. In th* trte 
etage cooperative! th* land 
owners receive rentals in addP 
tlon to their shares of coopera- 
tive revenues. 

In the second-stage coopera- 
tives, however, private owner- 


no other reason than that me- 
chanised farming and better 
productive eAcieney are made 
possible for a eoope retire unit 
when the entire farm is operat- 
ed under common ownership. 

So the cooperative movement 
has continued to pr ogr e ss far 
ahead of the goals set by the 
central Government. In Decem- 
ber. 1951, the writer points out, 
there were only a lUtle over 9D0 
first-stage cooperative farms 
throughout China. 

Two years Later, the number 
of cooperatives exceeded 14,000, 
which number Increased to 
more than 100400 by the 
autumn of 1954, whereas the 
goal set for the game deadline 
was only 55,900. 

In July, 1954 the central com- 
mittee of the Chinees Commu- 
nist Party planned to boost the 
number of agrarian cooopera* 
lives by half a million from 10O- 
ooo to 000J)00 during the follow- 
ing year, but actually they to- 
taled approximately 670, 00 &, or 
70,000 above the goal, according 
to the writer. 

By the end of 1950, the survey 
shows, 964 per c#nt Of main- 
land China's agrarian families 
had Joined cooperatives, most of 
which had advanced to the sec- 
ond stage in organisation. • "
